Report on Navy Pay 


RECOMMENDATIONS of the Navy 
Pay Board, published in this paper 
last week, caused considerable discus- 
sion in Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
circles the past few days. The question 
of abolition of all allowances except 
for mileage and travel, and the sugges- 
tion that a new Navy schedule be drawn 
up in accord with naval conditions en- 
countered differentiating it from other 
Services affected by the Joint Pay Act 
of 1922, caused the most comment. 


The reaction of Army circles here is 
that the recommendations of the Navy 
are entirely the affair of that Service. 
Should legislation be initiated which af- 
fects the Army, it was pointed out, the 
Military Committees of Congress can 
be relied upon to see that there is no 
discrimination in the way of pay. 

Pay Equality Held Basic. 

In this respect it was declared that 
the priiple of “equal pay for equal 
rank” wi recognized both in the Serv- 
ices and by Congress and that there is 
little or no possibility of any legisla- 
tion being enacted which will disturb 
this established policy. 

No official intimation was made at the 
War Department that the report had 
even been discussed by the officials there. 
In the opinion of officers at the Depart- 
ment, rumors of Boards being convened 
to study the Army pay question are 
without foundation. 

The suggested abolition of all allow- 
ances, particularly those for dependents, 
is apparently heartily approved by many 
Army officers here. They believe the 
Navy Pay Board made a very fair pre- 
sentation of the difficulties encountered 
by Service commissioned personnel un- 
der the present-day system and express 
the belief that much in the report is 
applicable to the Army as well. 

Procedure Not Decided. 


Judging from the reaction manifested 
by the Navy and Marine Corps, the re- 
port of the Nava Pay Board has met 
with the general approval of the Serv- 
ice. Just what the procedure will be 
to translate it into action has not been 
determined. It is not likely that any 
attempt will be made by the Navy De- 
pariment to draft legislation and submit 
it through regular channels, via the 
Budget. It seems more probable that 
action may originate in Congress as the 
House Naval Affairs Committee is com- 
mitted to a plan for hearings on the 
“Bachelor Pay Bill” and will probably 
desire to have the findings and recom- 
mendations of the Board before report- 
ing out the Hale bill. In this event 
the whole question will come up with 
the possibility of joint action by the 
House and Senate for a study of the 
problem with a view to taking action. 

Representative Tatgenhorst, of the 
House Naval Committee, yesterday indi- 
cated his belief that Naval officers should 
be paid in accordance with their rank 
and length of service regardless of the 
number of dependents they have. His 
views are said to be similar to those 
of a number of his colleagues and augur 
favorably for enactment of the “Hale 
Bachelor Bill” next session.

Action Forecast If 


Officers Give Views 





F A sufficient response is made by 

officers of the Army to the. requests of 
the Branch Associations for individual 
views on the subject of promotion, there 
is likelihood of action in Congress next 
session, it was learned this week. If a 
unified representative expression of opin- 
ion can be obtained through letters re- 
ceived by Chiefs of Branches, Branch 
Associations and the Army and Navy 
Journal prospects of congressional ac- 
tion will be much greater, it was stated 
at the Capitol. The support the Army 
gives to General Simond’s plan may de- 
termine the fate of promotion action next 
session, it was declared. 

Three Branches Lead. 


The co-operation of officers in the In- 
fantry, Quartermaster Corps and Coast 
Artillery Corps has resulted in an in- 
creasing number of letters received from 
officers in those branches. The letters 
sent out by the Infantry Association and 
the Quartermaster Association in those 
Branches have manifestly heightened 
the interest of officers in the question, It 
is expected that other Branch Associa- 
tions and Chiefs will shortly take simi- 
lar action to secure a truly representa- 
tive opinion. Officers of the Medical 
Corps, who are on a separate promo- 
tion list from that of other branches, are 
believed to be willing to leave the con- 
sideration of the non-controversial pro- 
posals to officers of other Branches, who 
are more affected by the present pro- 
motion situation. 

Among the letters received this week 
are the following: 

Infantry. 

In response to an invitation to all offi- 
cers to state their views on Army pro- 
motion by expressing themselves’ to 
the Secretaries of their representative 
branches, I herewith state my views: 

1. I believe in the principle of promo- 
tion after a stated number of years’ service 
in each grade. In fact, I believe that this 
measure, if passed by Congress, would be 
the very best proposition that could pos- 
sibly be passed, benefiting every officer. I 
do not think that there should be a limita- 
tion as to the number of officers in the 
field grades. 

2. 1 believe that officers should be en- 
couraged to retire with a fair remunera- 
tion from the Government. 

3. The restriction governing the freedom 
of action of retired officers in respect to 
their holding civil office or employment 
should be removed. 

4. I do not believe in enforced separation. 

5. Although I would be benefited by a 
revision of the promotion list, I do not 
favor a revision for the simple reason 
that I personally do not believe that Con- 
gress would ever agree to pass a bill re- 
vising a list. It is far better to get some 
legislation than none. 

6. I believe that the Chiefs of Branches

Promotion of Marine 
Officers Is Discussed

I HAVE been asked by The Editor of 
the Army and Navy Journal ta write 
a short article on some topic pertaining 
to the Marine Corps. I have selected 
the subject of the advancement of the 
commissioned officers because that is our 
most pressing problem today, and the 
one which, under the existing system, 
will prevent the full realization of the 
Corps’ efficiency in the future. 

Promotion in the Marine Corps is al- 
most at a standstill. The seniors in all 
grades, except second lieutenant, have 
not had a promotion since the World 
War. A considerable number of officers 
now in the ranks of captain and first 
lieutenant cannot hope for advancement 
beyond major before they are forced to 
retire for age. Many of them will spend 
30 years, or three-fourths of a normal 
career, as company Officers. 

Behind Navy in Promotion. 

About the year 1950, all officers in the 
Marine Corps of the rank of captain and 
above will be over 50 years of age. 
The Marine Corps will then. be officered 
by old men! Every grade in the Marine 
Corps is now one grade behind the line 
and staff of the Navy, and in the grade 
of major, Marine officers are two grades 
behind their Naval contemporaries. 

While this comparison with the Navy 
is justifiable because of the intimate 
association of our officers, it only ag- 
gravates the situation. The condition 
would still be harmful to the content- 
ment and esprit of our officers if the 
Marine Corps stood alone or was con- 
sidered alone. 

Must Have Incentive. 

Military service in times, of peace is 
only too apt to become monotonous and 
of a routine na‘ure, and there is a real 
need for introducing an incentive and a 
stimulous to counteract this tendency. 
No man can continue year in and year 
out to discharge the same duties and 
assume only very limited responsibilities 
without seriously atrophying his char- 
acter and limiting his future capacity 
for larger duties and higher responsibil- 
ities. It is this dwarfing and stagnating 
effect of retarded promotion on the in- 
dividual that will react so adversely 
later on upon the Service. 

This unsatisfactory condition is due 
to the system of advancement of our 
commissioned officers. It follows, there- 
fore, that the system should be changed. 
The present system is one of seniority, 
which makes the promotion of an officer 
an individual question into which there 
enters no element of relative or com- 
parative fitness. The psychology of such 
a system is perhaps its worst feature. 
There is introduced into the minds of 
our officers (members of examining 
boards as well as_ the candidates for 
examination) the conviction that there 
is an inherent right to advancement. 
Promotion by seniority is about the last 
vestige of special privilege remaining in 
the Service. It is strange that Amer- 
ica, the land of unlimited opportunity 
for its citizens, is about the only country 
that continues to extend such privilege 
to its commissioned officers. Europe, 
under the stress of national insecurity, 
has long since abandoned such a system. 

Favors Pending Measure. 

I believe the system of promotion pro- 
posed in H. R. 13685, now before the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, where 
hearings will begin at the opening of 
Congress, will correct these adverse con- 
ditions and improve tremendously the 
outlook for the future efficiency of the 
Marine Corps.

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Wilbur to Confer on _ 
Navy’s Air Problems

((ONFRONTED with the problem of 

4 providing the personnel to man the 
constantly increasing air fleet of the 
Navy, Secretary Wilbur has called a 
conference for today, the outcome of 
which may have far reaching effects. 

At this meeting a joint memorandum, 
signed and concurred in by the Bureau 
of Navigation and the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, will be submitted to the Secre- 
tary, recommending steps to be taken to 
remedy the existing shortage, which is 
becoming more and more acute. 

Need More Pilots Now. 

At present there are approximately 
442 naval aviators and 150 naval pilots 
and with the present equipment, which 
is constantly being augmented under the 
provisions of the five-year aviation 
building program, there is immediate 
need for about 530 aviators and 236 
pilots. 

For months past efforts have been 
made to interest officers and men in 
aviation and early last month a circular 
letter was sent out to the service ex- 
plaining the “urgent need” for additional 
officers and enlisted men to take the 
training course at Pensacola. So far 
the response has not been sufficient to 
hold out any promise of remedying the 
existing conditions. . 

Results Not Satisfactory. 

It was orginally estimated that about 
40 per cent of the Naval Academy 
graduates would be available for train- 
ing for aviation and that 40 or 50 per 
cent of this number could eventually 
qualify. The results have not come up 
to expectations and the shortage of 
pilots is increasing obviously with the 
increase in planes. 

It has been found too that the per- 
centage of enlisted men volunteering for 
aviation duty who are unable to pass 
the physical examinations or are tem- 
peramentally unfit for this duty is ab- 
normally high with the result that it has 
made the task of having 30 per cent of 
naval fliers from the enlisted ranks as 
provided by law almost impossible. 

Whet recommendations the two bu- 
reaus will make is problematic. So 
acute is the problem, however, it is 
known that consideration has even been 
given to the creation of a separate en- 
listment for aviation duty, a step that 
the service generally opposes and would 
be taken only as a last resort. In view 
of the fact that under the present four- 
year enlistment term, a man would spend 
virtually half his enlistment learning 
the flying game at a cost of thousands 
of dollars to the Government, it would 
be necessary to extend the period of 
service to six or eight years if the Navy 
is to get a fair return on the Govern. 
ment investment. 

It is understood that cognizance of 
this situation was taken by the so-called 
Standley Board, the report of which has 
not yet been made public. It is now 
being studied in the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics and is expected to be submitted 
to the Secretary for final approval.

(PHE reply of the State Department te the Anglo-French naval aceord has been 

characterized in the American press as being moderate and courteous in tone 
but vigerous and clean-cut in reasoning. That the American reply closes the door 
to an agreement between France and England, but at the same time leaves it open 
for a reasonable and common-sense discussion of armaments with the United States, 
is the view taken by many American editors. 


(THE New York American (Independent) makes this statement: “The secret 

Anglo-French plot to hamstring Uncle Sam, whittle down the American Navy 
anJj make Great Britain’s fleets the most formidable in the world has met with 
the just rebuke it deserves at the hands of President Coolidge.”

the real significance of this episode is not found in the technique of naval 
construction or in abstract discussion of types of vessel. It is found in the fact

HE Army Industrial College has for 

its purpose the training of officers 
bf the Army, particularly of the Supply 
Branches, in the useful knowledge per- 
taining to the supervision of procure- 
merit of all military supplies in time of 
war and to the assurance of adequate 
provision for the mobilization of ma- 
teriel and industrial organizations es- 
sential to war time needs. The direct 
supervision and control of the college 
are ‘vested in the Assistant Secretary of 


War. 

A single and continuous course of ten 
months duration is conducted, beginning in 
September and terminating about June 
30th of each year. The first half of the 
course is generally devoted to individual 
problems on fundamental subjects and the 
second half to committee problems on more 
detailed and extensive phases of the work. 

The problems average three weeks in 
length and are designed to create initia- 
tive and individual thought and research. 
Each solution is presented in conference 
and is discussed from all viewpoints. Most 
of the committee problems cover live, cur- 
yent situations and are of value to all offi- 
cers concerned in planning, both in the 
effice of the Assistant Secretary of War 
and in the Branches. Lectures from the 
best available civilian and military au- 
thorities are interspersed at pertinent 
points in the development of the course. 

Visit Army War College. 

The students of the Army Industrial Col- 
lege are required to attend such lectures 
of the War College as have a direct bearing 
on ‘the problem of procurement, particu- 
larly those given in connection with the 
Assistant Secretary of War Course at that 
institution. Studies made at the War Col- 
lege are utilized wherever practicable 
threughout the course at the Army In- 
dustrial Colloge and our students are en- 
couraged to confer with members of the 
Ceneral Staff when information can be ob- 
tained from that source. 

Lectures by members of other Govern- 
ment departments, such as the Bureau of 
Standards, the Census, Labor Statistics, 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, the 
Tariff Commission, Division of Simplified 
Practice and the like are given to ac- 
quaint our students with the nature of the 
assistance which these agencies can render 
in procurement planning. The services of 
the Institute of Economics and other pri- 

agencies are utilized in the same 
manner. 
Gne week during the course is devoted 








historical study, based on the records of 
the World War, for the purpose of bring- 
ing out the difficulties experienced in meet- 
ing requirements in munitions at that time 
and the steps taken to overcome these diffi- 
culties. This study indicates in a broad 
way some factors which must be considered 
in preparing the general plan of war pro- 
curement on which the students will be en- 
gaged during the school year. This is one 
of the most important problems undertaken 
at the Industrial College. 

The War Department Organization For 
Industrial Mobilization: These studies com- 
prise the following:—The War Department 
Organization for Industrial Mobilization, 
including each agency in the chain of pro- 
curement from the Assistant Secretary of 
War to Branch procurement districts, 
thei¢ functions and activities. The Army 
and Navy Munitions Board and Joint Army 
and Navy Board, and the relations of the 
Office of the A. S. W. and the W. D. Gen- 
eral Staff are also studied. 

Branch Activities in Planning for War 
Procurement: A short course to familiarize 
the student with the organization and ac- 
tivities of his branch in planning for war 
procurement. 

Report Writing: Instruction and training 
in the art of preparing and writing re- 
ports and methods of analyzing tusiness 
problems. 

Integration In Industry: The principles 
underlying integration in industry are 
studied and compared with the principles 
being followed in planning for war pro- 
curement. 

Allocation of Facilities, Progress and Re- 
quirements, Priorities, Conservation, and 
Commodity Committees: These problems 
involve the study of certain important 
functions necessary in supervising and con- 
trolling war procurement. They are given 
early in the course in order that the stu- 
dents may become familiar with these 
f ndamental subjects as soon as practi- 
cable. 

Specific Procurement Plans: Investiga- 
tion into the purpose of Specific Procure- 
ment Plans—what these plans should con- 
tain and how they should be prepared to 
serve their purpose best. 

Organization, Planning and Management: 
Instruction in the accepted principles of or- 
ganization and management; study of ac- 
cepted commercial practice and comparison 
of the War Department scheme for pro- 
curement with the accepted principles of 
organization and management and with the 
best commercial practice. 

Fundamentals of Business: The funda- 
mentals of business are studied in sufficient 
detail to give the student a comprehensive 
understanding of the subject. During this 
period of instruction, review and study of 


the following subjects is undertaken; Eco- 
nomics, 


Business Economies, Finance, 
Banking, Accounting, Statistical Methods, 








Current Procurement 
Supply Branches: A short course of in- 
struction on the various methods used by 
Supply Branches in accomplishing current 
procurement. 

Specifications and Standardization: A 
study of the routine methods of preparing 
specifications, how specifications should be 
drawn to make them of maximum useful- 
ness in war procurement, and how princi- 
ples of standardization can be adopted in 
drawing Army specifications. 

Requirements: This course covers a 
study of the basis on which requirements 
for all war materials are computed and in- 
cludes the actual computation of require- 
ments of an assigned item to fulfill the de- 
mands of the mobilization plans. A study 
is also carried out in the field of simplifi- 
cation of the task of computation of re- 
quirements. 

Power: A general study of the power 
situation in the United States as it affects 
plans for utilization of the industries of 
the nation to meet the procurement pro- 
gram. 

Labor: A study of the labor situation 
during the World War and how existing 
labor can best be utilized in meeting the 
industrial load in time of war. 

Transportation: This covers a study of 
the control of transportation during the 
World War and the present plans for con- 
trol of transportation in time of war. 

Personnel and Training: This covers 
studies of the personnel which will be re- 
quired for procurement duties; how it 
should be recruited and trained. 

Legal Aspects of Procurement: 
of the existing legal authorities 
strictions that affect procurement 
ning. 

Price Control in War: An investigation 
into the necessity for and extent of gov- 
ernment control over commodity prices in 
the World War, and of the planning ac- 
tivities which should be carried on in peace 
to facilitate the exercise of price contrel 
in war. 

Budgetary Control: A study of Budge- 
tary Control as practiced by the War De- 
partment and by important industries of 
the country; the purpose of the budget, its 
scope and preparation. Budgetary proce- 
dure of the War Department compared with 
the procedure in large industries.

This covers a study of the effect of changes 
in design after production had been entered 
into during the World War; reasons which 
may compel or justify changes in design 
after production has commenced and how 
it can best be accomplished.

RESERVE OFFICERS’ QUALIFICATION AS ELECTORS DISPUTED. 


(CONFLICTING opinions were expressed this week on the eligibility of Reserve 

A officers to act as Presidential Electors. Major General Lutz Wahl, The Adjutant 
General, in answer to an inquiry from Capt, W. B. Gleason, F, A. Res., Chairman, 
Multnemah County Democratic Central Committee, Oregon, stated that the War 
Department is of the opinion that a Reserve officer of the Army holds an Office of 
profit and trust under the United States within the meaning of the Constitutional 
provision governing Presidential Electors. He further stated that the War Depart- 
ment does not have the power to decide the qualifications of Presidential Electors, 
but that any Reserve officer, who is also a candidate for Presidential Elector, and 
who is in doubt as to his eligibility therefor, may submit his resignation from the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps direct to The Adjutant General’s Office, stating his reason, 
and apply for a new appointment in the Officers’ Reserve Corps at the proper time. 

In an opinion sent to party leaders in several States in response to inquiries, 
J. F. Burke, counsel for the Republican National Committee, declared that constitu- 
tional provisions make ineligible as presidential electors men enrolled in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps. He contended that persons holding “offices of profit or trust 
under the Federal Government could not serve as electors and that commissions in 
the Reserve Corps were “offices of profit or trust.” a 

On the other hand, National Headquarters of the Reserve Officers’ Association 
contends that the ruling of Mr. Burke in this instance is in error and that it works 
a great injustice to Reserve officers, although doing so unintentionally. 

It was pointed out at Reserve Officers’ Association Headquarters that this ques- 
tion was raised one year by the House Appropriations Committee. Brig. Gen. John 
Ross Delafield, then President of the Reserve Officers’ Association, submitted the 
question to the War Department. The Judge Advocate General of the Army then 
declared, in an opinion, that Reserve officers were to be construed as holding 
office for “trust or profit” as referred to in the Constitution of the United 
States only when on active duty; 1. e., on a pay status. This opinion was obtained 
for subsequent use before the House Appropriations Committee. Since the filing of 
this opinion with the committee, the rights of Reserve officers to appear before 
Congressional Committees in their capacity as private citizens has been unques- 
tioned. It was also stated at Headquarters that several State tribunal decisions 
have held in accord with the opinion of The Judge Advocate General. 





ROSENDAHL’S TRIP ON GERMAN DIRIGIBLE ASSURED BY START. ; 
TAVY air officials welcome the announcement of a speedy start of the proposea 
flight of the giant German dirigible “Count Zeppelin” to the U. 5S. as any 
further extensive delay would probably result in the inability of Lt. Comdr, C. E. 
Rosendahl, U. S. N., commanding the U. S. S. Los Angeles, to make the trip over. 
While the giant Zeppelin will probably stop first at Lakehurst, N. J., it may continue 
to Seott Field, Ill. 











GENERAL KING OBSERVES 84TH BIRTHDAY OCTOBER 12. 
BEG. GEN. CHARLES KING will be honored by the Wisconsin National Guard 
ad on October 12 when he reaches his 84th birthday. General King is well known 
in military circles throughout the country, being a veteran of five wars and, as 
far as can be ascertained, the only soldier authorized to wear the campaign badges 
of five conflicts. 

According to a letter sent to General King, he and two other officers, General 
Young and Col. C. A. Dempsey, are the only individuals on record who had served 
through these five wars. General King was born in Albany, N. Y., in 1844 and was 
the son of General Rufus King. He was appointed to West Point by Abraham Lin- 
coln in 1862, graduating in the Class of 1866. The work which General King has 
done for National Defense and for the military Services in the Regular and State 
organizations through his writings is widely recognized.

other travel, is expected to be passed within the next few sessions of Congress, 
At present an expense allowance of $8 per day is authorized by law for air travel. 
Army regulations prescribe the method of submitting vouchers for this allowance. 
With the growing “airmindedness” of Army officers, and their frequent use of 
planes for travel, the convenience of a per diem rate of allowance for air travel 
will probably be sought. It is believed that the allowance in this case would be the 
same as that for other travel, or $6 per diem.

In order to promote uniformity of 
procedure at United States ports in the 
quarantine treatment of vessels belong- 
ing to the United States Navy, a list 
of supplemental instructions for the 
guidance of the Naval Service has been 
issued. 

These instructions provide that Navy 
vessels which carry a medical officer are 
exempt from quarantine inspection upon 
entering United States ports from foreign 
ports provided that such vessels have not 
sailed from a port infected with cholera, 
yellow fever or plague or in which typhus 
or smallpox are epidemic and that no cases 
of these quarantinable diseases have oc- 
curred on board. 

The instructions also provide that naval 
vessels sailing from or to ports of the 
United States or its dependencies and pos- 
sessions are required to take out bills of 
health, but in the absence of any of these 
diseases in the ports of departure or call, 
or on board, are not required, exclusive 
of vessels from ports in the Philippine Is- 
lands, to stop for quarantine inspection at 
port of arrival. 

Naval transports and other vessels of the 
Navy not carrying a naval medical officer 
are subject to the same provisions of the 
quarantine laws and regulations as apply 
to merchant vessels,

Goodyear to Build Airships 
ONSTRUCTION of the two new Navy 
dirigibles authorized by Congress at 
a cost not to exceed $8,000,000 will be 
undertaken by the Goodyear Zeppelin 
Company, of Akron, Ohio, a subsidiary 
of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Com. 
pany, the Secretary of the Navy, Curtis 
D. Wilbur, announced Sept. 29. Under 
the provisions of the authorization the 
ships will be of about 6,500,000 cubic 
feet capacity, Mr. Wilbur stated. 


Coincident with this announcement the 
Secretary said that the protest of the 
American Brown-Boveri Electric Corpora- 
tion, of Camden, N. J., against the findings 
of the special naval board on the bids had 
been overruled. The statement follows: 

“The Naval Board awarded the first place 
in the design competition to the Goodyear 
Zeppelin Company. The American Brown- 
Boveri Company, one of the competitors 
standing third on the list, protested this 
award on the ground that certain errors 
were committed by the Board in its award, 

“After careful consideration of the points 
raised by the American Brown-Boveri Com- 
pany, it is determined that the points raised 
are not sufficiently well substantiated, or 
of sufficient importance, to justify the 
reference of the matter to a board of ar- 
bitration, as is provided in the case of a 
reasonable showing of error. There was 
no error in this case and the petition is 
denied. Negotiations will be immediately 
inaugurated with the winner for the con- 
struction of these ships upon the win- 
ning design.”

NW¥/HEN CONGRESS REASSEMBLES, there is reason to believe it will find that 

the commissioned personnel of the Army is agreed upon certain principles of 
promotion. The credit for this satisfactory situation will be due to the Infantry 
and other Branch Associations, which have taken steps to establish the noncontro- 
versial features of the proposals made which have been advanced from various 
quarters. 
tioned at Fort Benning, Georgia, who pointed out that if officers could not agree 


“ among themselves, it is difficult for Congress to determine what action to take. 


With the Army agreed, and Congress in the frame of mind it is, there is a strong 
probability of an enactment which will to some extent alleviate the discontent which 
justifiably exists. 


(THERE WILL BE a legislative situation, which will make consideration of Army 

promotion relief difficult. There will be a filibuster on Boulder Dam which has 
the right of way on the floor of the Senate. There will be prolonged discussion on 
the question of the confirmation of the nomination of the new Secretary of the 
Interior. There will be extended debate upon the Butler Naval shipbuilding pro- 
gram and upon the Treaty renouncing war as a principle of international policy. 
There will be the appropriation bills. Obviously, any suggestion for Army relief 
which is in any way controversial can have no chance of consideration. But if there 
should be agreement among the Officers, an absence of pressure upon Congress, 
action can be had. We have assurances from Congressman James, which we are 
glad to convey to the Service, that he has a plan in mind to enable legislation, but, 
of course, it will be abortive if controversy shouid continue. So, we make earnest 
appeal for unity, and we point out that the next Congress may not be as favorable 
to settlement of the promotion question as that now in existence. 


ECRETARY KELLOGG’S REPLY to the Anglo-French naval proposal was a 

masterl: analysis of an agreement harmful to the interests of the United States. 
It presented clearly the purposes back of the accord between the London and Paris 
Governments, and the advantages which would accrue to them through American 
acquiescence as well as the disadvantages resulting to the United States. It noti- 
fied the World that in spite of the outlawry of war pact the United States would 
not surrender its independence in the matter of building the types of ships its needs 
require and forecasts a determined effort on the part of the Administration to put 
the Butler program through the Senate during the coming session. 


Thus, due to the Coolidge-Kellogg diplomacy, there has been brought to naught 
the effort on the part of Europe to promote public sentiment for the further weak- 
ening of the American Fleet. It has been shown once more that England, this 
time backed by France, has no intention of surrendering control of the seas and 
accepting that naval equality to which she agreed as a result of the Washington 
negotiations. Lord Cushendun, Acting Foreign Secretary, who negotiated the Anglo- 
French agreement, is advocating the subdivision of cruisers into «lasses. He real- 
izes that the need of the United States is large cruisers, and that England, with 
her innumerable bases, can retain preponderancy with comparatively small cruisers, 
which, however, are formidable fighting machines. Simultaneously with this pro- 
posal, British and French propagandists are spreading throughout the world fear 
of the United States, insisting that the formidable hold of our country upon the 
entire world is felt in every phase of human activity. In short, England is play- 
ing her historic game of lining up every people she can against the United States. 

Fortunately, the Administration is on guard. We believe the Senate, led by Sen- 
ator Hale, will not fail to comply with its recommendations. 


PRESS DISPATCHES ANNOUNCED that Congressman James narrowly escaped 

death in an air accident last week. This is not the first time the distinguished 
member from Michigan has escaped the touch of the “Black Angel.” Flying in 
a fog near his home, there was difficulty of effecting a landing, and in the mean- 
time the gas in the tanks was getting lower and lower. A break in the fog enabled 
a hazardous descent and safety. 

Mr. James’ escape he accepts as part of the day’s work. He is an ardent air 
passenger. He realizes that accidents will happen, but he knows he is in the hands 
of a competent flyer, and he understands that even on the ground people are killed. 
He will continue to fly, of that there is no doubt. His example is of the greatest 
possible value to aviation. 


HE NEXT ADMINISTRATION will be defense minded. Secretary Hoover has 

declared squarely that he is for proper national defense. In a speech in Okla- 
homa, Senator Curtis, candidate for Vice President, uttered like sentiments. 
We happen to know that Mr. Hoover was consulted in connection with the prepara- 
tion of the Kellogg reply to England and France. Mr. Curtis knew nothing of’ 
the answer, but he took occasion in the heart of the country to announce that he 
was heartily in accord with effective naval and military preparation. The Republi- 
can candidates for the Senate and House necessarily must be in line with the 
views of their Presidential candidate. Governor Smith is avoiding discussion of 
this vital principle. He is devoting himself more to prohibition and farm relief than 
anything else. We hope that before the campaign is ended, the Democratic candi- 
date will be forced to go on record cn the question of whether or not the country 
should take steps in order that we may be in a position properly to defend our great 
and growing interests. 


ONTEREY, CALIFORNIA, IS becoming unsuited for further use as a Cavalry 

pest. This is the opinion of high ranking officers and Congressman James, due 
to the growing density of population in that section and the increasing value of 
land. There is reason to believe that when the Post is abandoned the troops there 
will be stationed at San Diego, provided that community make the necessary- 
land assignment without cost to the Government.

PERRY AMMUNITION DISCUSSED. 
Eprron, Army and Navy Journal: 

WISH to invite your attention to an 

item appearing in the Army and Navy 
Journal of September 22, 1928, page 65, 
entitled: “Perry Rifle Match Ammunition 
is Criticized.” 

This item is rather a remarkable pro- 
duction in that it contains so many errors 
for so brief an article. Among these nu- 
merous errors is an allegation that is 
virtually an indictment of the Infantry 
Board, i. @, “the bullet this year had a 
lower velocity * * with the consequence 
that it was easily blown by the wind, re- 
sulting in complete misses and off shots 
which could not be accounted for in any 
other way. It is also claimed that the 
Ammunition Board recommended a dif- 
*-rent type of bullet than the one used, 
but the Infantry Board sent the ammuni- 
tion in dispute to Camp Perry.” 

As the knowledge of others regarding 
the selection of ammunition for the Na- 
tional Matches, and also what was wrong 
with the ammunition furnished this year, 
may be equally as hazy as the know!l- 
edge displayed by your correspondent who 
wrote the item in question, I am writing 
this letter with the request that it be 
published in full in your next issue. 

There is but one Infantry Board, located 
at Fort Benning, Georgia. It is not an 
agency designated by the War Department 
e'ther for test of, or recommendations con- 
cerning, the ammunition to be used in 
the National Matches.. Furthermore, the 
Infantry Board did not test the ammuni- 
tion used in the 1928 National Matches and 
had nothing whatsoever to do with its se- 
lection, either directly or indirectly. The 
further statement that “the Infantry Board 
sent the ammunition in dispute to Camp 
Perry” is manifestly an absurd inaccuracy. 
Ammunition to be used in the National 
Matches is designated by the War De- 
partment based upon the recommendations 
of an Ammunition Board, convened by the 
War Department, and constituted as fol- 
lows: 

One officer from the Infantry; six offi- 
cers from the Ordnance Department, Reg- 
ular Army; two officers from the Ord- 
nance Department, Reserve Corps; one offi- 
cer from the Coast Artillery Corps; one 
officer from the Navy; one officer from the 
Marine Corps; one officer from the Marine 
Corps Reserve; the Executive Officer and 
Recorder of the National Board for the 
Promotion of Rifle Practice; one repre- 
sentative from the E. I. du Pont de Ne- 
mours and Company. 

The Ordnance Department is then 
charged with the procurement, or manu- 
facture, of the designated ammunition and 
supplying it to the Executive Officer of the 
National Matches. 

For a number of years past it has been 
the policy to select a special ammunition 
for the National Matches. As an out- 
growth of this policy there was produced 
by the Ordnance Department for the 1925 
National Matches an ammunition superior 
in accuracy to any that had yet been 
manvfactured. But in attaining this de- 
gree of accuracy, a chamber pressure in 
the rifie had been reached that was deemed 
excessive by the Ordnance Department, and 
that experience demonstrated could not 
and should not be maintained in the quan- 
tity production of service ammunition. 
This 1925 ammunition was also used in 
the 1927 matches. 

In view of the above, the question was 
put before the Ammunition Board by the 
Ordnance Department as to whether the 
former policy of a special ammunition for 
the 1928 National Matches would be ad- 
hered to, or whether the best available lot 
of service ammunition would be selected 
for 1928. The Ammunition Board unani- 
mousiy agreed to recommend the best 
available lot of service ammunition for the 
1928 National Matches, and the War De- 
partment approved this recommendation. 

Wherein the ammunition selected for 
the 1928 National Matches differed from 
that used in the 1925 and 1927 National 
Matches is of interest to all who partici- 
pated in the Matches, either directly 
indirectly, as the difference in accuracy 
was not sufficiently marked in the ord- 
nance firing tests to warrant the uni- 


formly mediocre scores that were made 
at the long ranges at Camp Perry this 
year with the 1928 ammuntion.

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tion in velocity from the 1925 and” 1927 
National Match ammunition. This re- 
duction in velocity increased, of course, 
the time of flight of the bullet, and con- 
sequently the effect of the wind on the 
bullet trajectory. Our present-day rifle 
shots and our coaches have become accus- 
tomed to the higher velocity ammunition 
used during the 1925 and 1927 Matches, 
and have lost some of the “doping” keen- 
ness that existed a few years ago. This 
accounts for some of the mediocre shoot- 
ing, particularly in difficult weather con- 
ditions. But there was another factor, not 
generally understood or appreciated. It is 
easily possible to produce an ammunition 
that passes a satisfactory accuracy test 
when fired from a machine rest, either in 
the service rifle, or the special heavy bar- 
rel used exclusively for accuracy tests, 
and yet this same ammunition will not 
prove satisfactory from the standpoint of 
accuracy when fired from the shoulder. 
The reason for this discrepancy between 
machine rest and shoulder firing accuracy 
is directly dependent upon the “quick- 
ness” or “slowness,” to use the shooters 
terms, of the ammunition. The terms 
“quick ammunition” and “slow ammuni- 
tion” do not refer to what is generally 
known as “muzzle velocity,” “slow ammu- 
nition,” within certain limits, giving a 
higher “muzzle velocity”’ and a compara- 
tively lower chamber pressure than the 
same charge of quicker powder gives in 
“quick ammunition.” But the _ relative 
quickness or slowness of ammunition does 
materially affect the time of passage of 
the bullet through the bore of the rifle 
and this latter element is of vital im- 
portance to the rifleman. The effect of 
recoil on the firer is practically instanta- 
neous, and the slower the passage of the 
projectile through the bore the greater 
will be the effect of the recoil and the whip 
of the muzzle in deflecting the line of 
sight from its original point of aim. This 
gives wild shots, always high, as the whip 
of the muzzle is upwards. Every expert 
rifle shot of experience knows that he 
holds “dead,” in the majority of his shots, 
almost entirely counteracting the effect of 
recoil and whip; in other words, he closely 
approximates the machine rest where the 
rifle is clamped in position. But now and 
then, even with the best, there is a slight 
tendency to “let go” too soon, and the 
sight can be seen to jump. With “quick 
ammunition” the effect on the bullet is re- 
duced to a minimum and the resultant 
shot is seldom wild; with “slow ammuni- 
tion” the resultant shot is always wild. 

The above is no new theory, and is well 
krown to all who know the shooting game. 

This was the main trouble with the 1928 
amntunition—too sléw. 

The answer is to test the ammunition 

by actual shoulder firing before final 
adoption for future National Matches, and 
not rely solely on machine rest tests. 
. The statement, “The Marines and some 
of the Regulars who had practiced with 
the new bullet could use it fairly effectively 
but the rest were compelled to use it 
without previous practice with resultant 
low scores,” is also in error. 
had equal opportunity to practice with the 
1928 National Match ammunition, but the 
result was that the longer a team used it 
in practice the poorer the team shot. The 
reason for this was that the unaccountable 
wild shots rapidly destroyed the confidence 
of the individual in himself, and it is a 
shooting axiom that self-confidence is an 
absolute essential in the shooting game. 
Had the Infantry and Cavalry teams been 
fortunate enough to have had a supply of 
the 1925 National Match ammunition on 
hand sufficient for all team training at the 
longer ranges, thereby eliminating entirely 
the use of the 1928 ammunition until com- 
pélled to use it in the National Individual 
and National Team Match, there is no 
question but both of these teams would 
have shot better, as the individuals would 
not have lost confidence in themselves. 


Both the Marine and Navy Teams were 
more fortunate in respect to a reserve of 
1925 National Match ammunition and were 
not compelled to use the 1928 ammunition 
throughout the entire period of team 
training. The above statement is a fact, 
and not offered as an “alibi,” for the Ma- 
rine and Navy teams were, beyond ques- 
tion, the best teams at the Matches.

Navy Mutual Aid States Policy 
(The Navy Mutual Aid Association 
‘suggests this statement should be read 
carefully by every member as well as 
every officer of the Navy and of the 
‘Marine Corps under thirty-five years of 
age. It was issued this week by Rear 
Adm. T. J. Cowie, U. S. N., Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Association.) 


WHEN organized in 1879 each member, 
whether 20 or 62 years of age, chipped 
in the same amount. It was not long, how- 
ever, before it was decided that the younger 
officers were paying too much and the 
older officers not enough, and for this reason, 
43 classes were formed, ranging from age 
20 to the age of 62, then the retiring age 
for officers in the Navy. At that time the 
assessments ranged from $1.26 in class one 
at age 20 to $6.05 in class 43 at the age 62. 

This being for the reason, that possibili- 
ties were that the older officers were a 
greater risk. The increase was stopped at 
the age of 62 because first, officers retired 
at that age and therefore received less pay 
and second because the life risk was much 
less after being placed on the retired list 
than that of officers subject to the usual 
risk of life aboard ships and on foreign 
station to which they were subject while 
on active duty. 

Recently the Association by a vote of 
4,014 to 531 decided to create another class 
due to the fact of the greater life risk 
involved in extra-hazardous duty. 

The Board of Directors have decided 
that the proposed new section shall be-in- 
terpreted as follows: 

The proposed new section 9 to Article 
X of the by-laws is interpreted to require 
that members regularly detailed for extra- 
hazardous duty for which they are in re- 
ceipt of extra pay, shall be charged an 
additional flat rate per thousand dollar pro- 
tection based upon the additional cost oc- 
casioned by the number of deaths by. 
accidents incident to such extra-hazardous 
protection based upon the additional cost 
occasioned by the number of deaths by 
accidents incident to such extra hazardous 
duty. That it is not intended that mid- 
shipmen and commissioned officers engaged 
in temporary enforced training shal! pay 
any part of the additional rate fixed from 
year to year by the Board for extra-hazard- 
ous groups. 

Computations made over the years 1925, 
1926 and 1927 show that the submarine 
members of the Association have been self- 
supporting and no additional rate will be 
charged the submarine group from Oct. 1, 
1928, to Dee. 31, 1929. 

New computations based on the experi- 
ence of the aviation and the submarine 
membership over the years 1925 to 1928, 
inclusive, will be made during 1929 for 
the establishment of the rates to be applied 
during 1930. 

In reply to a Supply Officer who asked the 
foliowing questions: 

Question 1. How will assessments be made 
for the increased premium as required by 
Twenty Alnav from officers receiving flight 
pay as students or observers as cited above? 

Question 2. Should an officer be engaged 
in flying for a period of one or two days, 
how will assessments be made? 

Question 3. Reserve Officers ordered to 
active duty for a period of 15 days’ train- 
ing. How will assessments be made, and 
should the monthly increase be prorated 
for 15 days? 

Question 4. Alnav 20 uses the word 
“Aviator.” Does this mean all officers who 
receive 50 per cent additional pay for 
flying or only those designated as “Pilots”? 

The answer was: 

“In connection with questions 1, 2 and 3 
the answer is that officers engaged in the 
duties specified thereunder will not be re- 
quired to pay the additional extra-hazard- 
ous rate while so engaged. It is intended 
that only officers regularly engaged in fiy- 
ing under departmental designation shall 
be charged the additional rate. 

“This includes all officers who are desig- 
nated to fly whether as pilots, observers, 
flight surgeons, or any other designation. 
No charge will be made to graduates of 
the Naval Academy while undergoing an 
enforced period of training during the first 
two years following graduation.” 

Article 1 of the by-laws adopted in 1879 
reads as follows: 

Section 1. This Association shall be 
known as The Navy Mutual Aid Associa- 
tion, and is organized for the purpose of 
aiding the families of deceased members; 
first, by providing with certainty and 
promptness a substantial sum for their 
relief in the most equitable manner, and at 
as near the actual net cost of insurance as 
possible; second, by securing for them with- 
out cost the pensions to which they may 
be legally entitled. 

The by-laws further provided at that 
time that the maximum sum to be paid 
should be $5,000. Compare the purchasing 
power of $5,000 at that time to $7,500 today, 
and decide whether or not you are giving 
your dependents too much for their protec- 
tion. 

In 1920 the Association had 1,311 mem- 
bers, today it has over 6,000. The total 
assests in 1920 were $65,757.22. The total 
assets today, Sept. 30, are $683,566.05 of 
which amount, $290,504.84 is in the reserve 
fund, earning compound interest. 

These figures speak for themselves and 
should convince all officers that the Associa- 
tion is a growing concern that will last as 
long as there is a Navy and give to officers 
promptly a substantial sum for their fami- 
lies in a most equitable manner, at as 
near the actual cost of insurance as pos- 
sible, and will secure for their dependents, 
without cost, pensions and everything else 
to which they may be legally entitled. All 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps 
should be members. 

Make no mistake, this is in your interest 
and that of yowr dependents, no matter 
what anyone may say te the contrary. 

I recently received the resignation of a 
young officer who stated that it had been 





pointed out to him, that a number of memes 
bers who had died, had paid in over $7,006 
and their beneficiaries received only $7,500. 
A search of the records shows that the 
member who paid in the greatest amount 
since entrance was Capt. Chas. A. Schetky, 
who joined at the age of 53 years and four 
months, in July, 1880, and had paid in, at 
time of reaching 100 years, $5,530.93 and 
was paid on his one hundredth birthday, 
by the Association $7,812.16. Note that 
Captain Schetky had only nine years to 
serve before reaching the age of 62, after 
which date and until he reached his one 
hundredth birthday, he paid in %6.05 on 
every death. 

I mention this case simply to show that 
officers who desire information should ob- 
tain it from the Association direct and not 
be influenced by those who are not properly 
or fully informed. 

The annual reports show the amounts 
paid in by every deceased member also 
amounts paid their beneficiaries. The re- 
duction in cost per death and per $1,000 
since 1920 is also shown-—study it and you 
will be amazed. 

Every officer should bear in mind that 
his Association is being run in his interest 
and that of his dependents, at as near 
actual cost as possible, and I implore every 
officer who is today eligible, to send in his 
application at once and give to his depend- 
ents the great benefit and assistance this 
Association holds for them. To any who 
have resigned or been suspended and are 
still eligible, I urge such immediate con- 
sideration and action as will again place 
them in good standing and I hope that allt 
will distinctly understand that this is not 
an appeal for the Association but in the 
interest of the officer and his dependents, 
all of whom will be vastly benefited by 
membership 

Since Jan. 1 to Sept. 30 this year, we have 
had 40 deaths, 19 being aviators at an aver- 
age age of 31 years. The total cost to the 
aviation group was $3,564.40, while the 
amount paid their beneficiaries was 
$153,492.56. 

Officers in aviation who should and have 
not yet registered an extra allotment for 
$8.27 a month from Oct., 1928, to Dec., 1929 
should do so immediately. ‘

Progress Reports: A study of the type of 
progress reports which will be a maximum 
usefulness in measuring war production 
and of the necessity of same. 

Survey of Facilities and Factory Pians: 
The procedure in making survey of facili- 
ties and the preparation of Factory Plans. 

Special Reserve Production Capacity: 
A study of the advisability of holding a re- 
serve of unallocated industry to meet un- 
forseen requirements. 

Transition of The Office of The A. S. W. 
From Peace to War: This study includes 
the Current Procurement activities of the 
Office of the Assistant Secretary of War 
and the steps that will be necessary to 
change from peace time procedure to war 
time procedure in procurement. 

Production in Early Stages of a War: 
A study of the production of munitions in 
the early stages of war; the means em- 
ployed by the principal belligerents in 
stimulating production of selected critical 
items in the early months of the World 
War.

BFIG. GEN. WILLIAM H. BIXBY, U. S. 
A., ret., former chief of Engineers of 
the United States Army, who was in charge 
of the raising of the battleship Maine from 
Havana Harbor in 1912, died Sept. 29 at 
Walter Reed General Hospital, Washing- 
ton, D. C., after a short illness. 

Gen Bixby had a distinguished career 
which led him into widely varied service 
for his country. He was born in Cambridge, 
Mass., Dec. 27, 1849, and studied at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology before go- 
ing to West Point, where he finished at the 
top of his class in 1873. 

He was identified with many important 
engineering works in the United States, 
principally in connection with the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi River, other river 
and harbor work and also the development 
of the water supply system of the District 
of Columbia. He received the rank of 
brigadier general on June 12, 1910. He was 
Chief of Engineers from June 10, 1910, 
until Aug. 11, 1913, when he retired. He 
returned to active service from May, 1917, 
to April, 1919. He was a member of many 
engineering and scientific societies. 

His widow, Mrs. Lidey H. Bixby, of 1709 
Lanier Place, Washington, C., sur- 
vives him.

Financial Digest 
By a Market Expert. 
RODUCTION has increased during 
the past month, the Federal Reserve 
Board reports in its summary of gen- 
eral conditions of business and industry 
throughout the United States.

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Action Hinges on Army Replies 
(Continued from Firet Page) 
should inform the officers of their respec- 
tive branches to cease writing letters, 
sending telegrams, etc., and otherwise 
using various and sundry methods to in- 
fluencé members of Congress to vote for 
or against a certain bill.

IT am heartily in favor of the passage 
of legislation containing only four con- 
troversial items such as those named in 
the meeting held in the offices of the In- 
fantry Association on September 4, 1928. 

I should like to state that I am satis- 
fied with my place in the promotion list 
and am not in any way interested in legis- 
lation pertaining to the promotion list. I 
will say, however, that I believe it should 
not be changed, but left as it is, since pro- 
motion on length of service remedies most 
of the so-called injustices of the present 


list. 


I understand that the Infantry Associa- 
tion wishes its members to express their 
respective opinions as to the present promo- 
tion problem. 

Personally, I am in favor of the follow- 
ing noncontroversial proposition: — 

(1) Promotion by length of service. 

(2) No limitation as to numbers in grade, 
except such as may be found necessary to 
preserve the efficiency of the service. — 

(3) Attrition through voluntary retire- 
ments, to be stimulated by appropriate re- 
tirement allowances. : 

(4) Removal of restrictions on the em- 
ployment of retired officers. 

I am opposed to rearrangement of the 
present promotion list. 





In reply to the request of Gen. Simonds 
and his Committee for an expression of the 
opinions of all officers of the Army, as 
asked for in the Army and Navy Journal 
of Sept. 8, I am forwarding my answer. 

I favor the provisions of the pending 
legislation which have proven to be non- 
controversial and of benefit to all officers 
of the Army. The special provisions which 
I should like to see pass the Congress are, 
(1) promotion after a stated number of 
years of service in each grade, (2) advance- 
ment of officers at the prescribed periods 
without rigid regard to the numbers that 
may result in the various grades, (3) offi- 
cers originally appointed July 1, 1920, or 
prior to that time, to be permitted to re- 
tire upon application with a suitable re- 
muneration, and, (4) removal of the re- 
strictions governing the employment of re- 
tired officers. } 

I am opposed to any legislation which 
tries to bring about the revision of the 
existing promotion list. 

I further think that the very best thing 
that could happen to benefit the Army as a 
whole is the passage of the amended Fur- 
low Bill presented to Mr. Reed in the Sen- 
ate during the closing days of the last ses- 
sion, and the throwing out of the bills 
presented by Mr. Black and Mr. McSwain 
which would direct a revision of the pro- 
motion list.

The following is submitted in reply to 
your request that officers inform your 
paper as to their views on the Army promo- 
tion situation. 

At the present time all junior officers and 
indeed a large portion of the seniors are 
facing the prospect of serving the remain- 
der of their active service in subordinate 
ranks and positions. Obviously this is not 
a pleasant prospect for officers of any age 
or grade. The proposal of promotion by 
length of service would remedy this situa- 
tion. It seems to be designed to aid every- 
one and injure none and I am for it. 

Irrespective of the merits of the pro- 
posed change in the promotion list it is a 
controversial matter. At best it can only 
give temporary aid to those benefited and 
it might operate to hinder the passage of 
legislation clearly beneficial to all of us. 
I am, therefore, against it. 

In short I favor only the four noncon- 
traversial proposals.

interest you are taking in the subject of 
promotion in the Army. 

I have followed the question closely for 
a number of years and am in favor of the 
following: 

(a) Promotion on length of service. In 
this connection I believe that promotion 
to the grades of first lieutenant and cap- 
tain should be made after three and seven 
years’ service respectively, instead of after 
three and ten years’ service. This is only 
fair and in the Navy the second promotion 
occurs now at about six years’ service. In 
the Marine Corps it is contemplated mak- 
ing promotion to the grade of captain 
after seven years’ service. There is no 
danger of this causing too many captains, 
as the “hump” will be leaving this grade 
and getting their majority in a few more 
years under the same bill. That would in 
fact leave a big shortage in the grade of 
captain unless some of the younger officers 
are promoted. 

(b) Liberal retirement privileges to pre- 
vent too great an excess in the higher 
grades as officers of the “hump” move up. 

(c) Removal of all restrictions against 
retired officers. 

(d) Separation of controversial and non- 
controversial matters, and a bill prepared 
covering the latter so that it can pass the 
new Congress with little or no opposition. 
The former can be fought over later when 
it does not hold up the whole program. 

I also believe that it is time for the 
Army to get busy on a revision of the 
present pay bill. The value of the dollar 
has dropped until the pay is searcely half 
what it was twenty years ago. It is be- 
lieved that a board similar to the recent 
Navy-Marine Corps Board should be ap- 
pointed to study this question. If the 
three services get together I believe there 
will be little difficulty in securing a fair 
pay bill. The recommendations of the 
board mentioned above seem reasonable 
but of course would need a few modifica- 
tions to meet the needs of the Army. 

The existing controversy on Army pro- 
motion legislation has already done two 
things; it has most unfortunately divided 
the officer personnel into several groups and 
through that hurt the Army in general. 
The unity which should bind all officers 
together has been torn asunder—and unless 
we make use of some plain cohesive horse- 
sense, perhaps the worse has yet to come. 
All this has been caused through nothing 
but foolish selfishness of a handful of offi- 
cers who didn’t realize the seriousness of 
the situation, augmented by a very small 
number of Congressmen who were careless 
enough to listen to them—they, too, having 
failed to measure the situation in the way 
they should have. 

Unless this thing is headed off many and 
many friendships will be no more, and the 
Army will suffer beyond words. 

One sure way to stop some of these futile 
controversies, which have no place in any 
sensible military establishment is to enact 
legislation that would help everybody and 
contain none of the disputed points. The 
(a), (b), (c) and (d) on which the Simonds 
Board agreed would probably accomplish 
this to a far-reaching degree—I believe 
in it.

“Advancing Lieutenant Colonels of 26 
years’ service in the grade of Colonel when 
retired—Yes. 

“Permitting officers originally appointed 
July 1, 1920, or prior to that date, to retire 
upon their own application with suitable 
compensation based on the number of years 
of active service for which they are credited 
for pay purposes—Yes.
